THE  EARLIEST  COTVS  TV  CIRCULA- 
TION IN  SWEDEN. 

Ring-money  and  foreign  coins  had  already 
become  a circulating  medium  in  Sweden  dur- 
ing the  first  part  of  the  period  which  the  arch?e- 
ologists  in  Europe  call  “The  Iron  Age.” 

The  ring-money  consisted  of  large  spiral 
rings  of  gold,  which  could  be  opened,  closed 
and  linked  in  a chain  for  convenience  of  car- 
riage. Such  ring.s — weighing  from  500  to  1000 
grams,  have  not  unfrequently  been  found 
in  Sweden.  The  quantity  of  gold  in  general 
use  as  ring-money,  arm-rings,  collars,  dia- 
dems, and  other  ornaments  was,  during  said 
period,  very  large  in  the  Scandanavian  coun- 
tries. In  the  National  Museum  in  Stockholm,  j 
the  capital  of  Sweden,  are  preserved  many 
gold  rings  from  the  first  centuries,  weighing 
from  600  to  800  grams  each,  (.98  fine,)  and 
nearly  every  year  massive  rings  of  gold,  some 
of  them  of  great  value,  are  lound  in  the  old 
graves  and  fields  in  Sweden.  The  rings  passed 
by  roeight,tv^x\.  the  coined  money  from  foreign 
countries  being  weighed  when  e.xchanged.  I 
The  Mark  (after  a few  centuries  the  monetary  1 
unit  of  Sweden)  signifies  as  the  Jewish  “shek-  j 
cl,”  the  Greek  “stater,”  the  Roman  “tes,”  the  I 
English  “pound,”  the  French  “livre”  and  the 
old  German  “pfund,”  a standard  w'eight,  sus- 
ceptible of  divisions  and  subdivisions. 

The  foreign  coins  in  circulation  in  Sweden 
during  the  first  centuries  after  Christ  can  be 
divided  into  four  classes:  (i)  Roman,  (2) 

Byzantine,  (3)  Knfic,  and  Qf)  Anglo  Saxon — 
German. 

I.  Roman  Coins. — When  the  Roman  Em- 
pire had  included  within  its  limits  Gaul,  Eng- 
land and  Germany  south  of  the  Danube, 
Ilorm.n  commerce  gradually  e.xtended  not 
only  to  said  “provinces,”  but  even  to  coun- 
tries which  the  Roman  legions  could  never 
conquer  by  their  swords — to  northern  Ger- 
many, Denmark  and  Sweden.  Centuries  be- 
fore the  commercial  intercourse  commenced 
between  the  inhabitants  of  Sweden  and  the 
Romans  in  Gallia,  Britannia  and  Germania, 
the  amber  trade  with  the  South-European 
nations  had  brought  to  the  shores  of  the 
Baltic  Sea  coins  struck  in  Athens,  Cyzius,  j 
< tibia,  Cyrene,  Neapolis.  Syracuse,  Panor- 
iViUS  on  A-lgina  and  Thasas;  (the  oldest  760 
B.  C.);  now  a more  direct  communition  was  | 


I 

opened  (via  the  Baltic-Adriatic  and  Baltic- 
Pontian  “ways  of  commerce,”  the  Vistula 
and  Dniester)  between  the  Swedish  islands 
Gotland  and  Oland  and  the  whole  coast  of 
the  Baltic  sea  in  the  North  and  Italy  and 
’ Byzantium  (Constantinople,)  in  the  South. 
The  e.xports  from  Sweden  consisted  of  furs, 
(pelles  saphirinas),  iron,  wool,  horses,  amber, 
fish,  etc.;  the  imports  of  furniture,  ornaments, 
weapons,  tools,  gold  and  silver  coins.  Not 
I less  than  5,000  Roman  coins  struck  by  the 
i emperors,  from  Vespasianus  to  Ale.x.  Severus, 
(70-235  A.  D.)  have  been  found  in  Sweden 
and  Denmark  within  the  last  century;  and 
3,700  on  Gotland,  the  Swedish  island  just 
mentioned.  [In  Norway  only  one  Roman 
coin  is  found].  Very  often  large  collections 
of  such  coins  are  discovered  by  Swedish  far- 
mers. One  collection  consisting  of  1,500 
coins,  weighing  4,250  grams,  was  found  1870 
in  Gotland,  and  another  of  many  hundred 
coins  struck  54-211  A.  D.  was  found  in  1871 
in  the  province  Scania.  The  statement  in 
one  American  numismatic  pamphlet  that  no 
Roman  coins  are  found  north  of  Germany  is 
consequently  incorrect.  The  northern 
“boundary  line,”  beyond  which  no  Roman 
coins  are  found  is  lat,  62  deg.  30  min.  N. 

2.  Byzantine  Corns. — In  the  5th  century  a 
lively  intercourse  seems  to  have  e.xisted  be- 
Sweden  and  the  Eastern  Roman  empire.  320 
various  Byzantine  coin  have  already  been  found 
in  Sweden.  It  is  believed  that  those  coins 
once  constituted  a part  of  the  tribute  the 
emperors  in  Byzantium  were  compelled  to  pay 
the  Goths  and  the  Huns,  the  first  one  being 
paid  by  Theodosius  the  Great.  In  the  year 
447  under  the  reign  of  Theodosius  II,  the  sum 
was  increased  from  700  to  2,100  pounds 
[marker]  gold,  and  when  Leo  I,  [457-474] 

! at  last  refused  to  pay  the  yearly  tribute,  the 
Goths  invaded  Illyria,  and  the  emperor  had 
to  pay  them  “many  hundred  pounds  gold  to 
save  his  land  from  devastation.”  The  suc- 
cessors to  Leo,  especially  Zeno  [474-491] 
continued  to  pay  large  sums  to  the  Goths, 
and  the  coins  paid  the  “barbarians”  passed  af- 
ter a short  time  from  them  to  Germany,  Po- 
land, Denmark  and  Sweden.  All  the  Byzantine 
coins  found  in  the  country  last  mentioned,  are 
very  little  circulated  and  many  of  them  in  a 
fine  condition.  The  northern  “boundary 
line”  for  said  coins  jiasscs  through  the  prov- 


ince  of  Hclsingland  in  Sweden,  [lat.  62  deg. 
N.]  Neither  north  of  that  line,  nor  in  the 
whole  kingdom  of  Norway  are  any  Byzantine 
coin.s  found. 

3.  Kiific  coins. — One  of  the  richect  collec- 
tions of  Kuhe  coins  is  in  Stockholm,  owing 
chiefly  to  the  great  numbers  found  on  the 
shores  of  the  Baltic  sea,  brought  thither  by 
traders  and  vikings.  More  than  20,000  Ku- 
fic  coins,  struck  699-1002.  A.  D.,  have  been 
found  in  Sweden.  They  were  issued  by 
caliphs  and  emirs,  and  are  inscribed  with 
Kufic  or  ancient  Arabic  characters.  The 
oldest  Kufic  coin  in  existence,  a gold  “dinar” 
of  77  Hegeira — is  preserved  in  the  Milan  mu- 
seum. The  next  oldest  one,  a unique  gold 
dinar  of  79  H,  in  Stockholm. 

4.  Anglo  Saxon-Gcrinaii  coins.-lsXzxiy  “CviQyxs- 
and  coins  belonging  to  this  class  have  been  ■ 
found  in  Sweden.  The  most  of  them  were 
struck  in  the  later  part  of  the  tenth  century, and 
were  brought  to  Sweden  by  traders  and  vikings. 
Tn  the  first  part  of  the  9th  century,  when  the 
first  Christian  missionaries  came  to  Svveden, 
it  is  stated  by  them,  that  commerce  brought 
“abundance  of  gold  and  silver  to  the  coun- 
try,” and  that  Birka,  the  old  capital  of  Swe- 
den, saw  every  year  not  only  Swedish,  but 
Danish,  Norwegian,  Slavic  and  Sembrian  ships 
in  its  harbor,  where  many  nations  came  to 
trade.  The  city  was  a commercial  city,  '^nbi 
erat  negotiatores  divites  ct  abundantia  totius 
boni,  atqne  pecunia  thesanrornvi  lyiulta.”  And 
it  was  not  only  commerce  which  brought  mon- 
ey to  Sweden,  from  difterent  countries  in  the  i 
world;  many  of  the  “vikings,”  to  whom  the! 
civilized  nations  had  to  pay  tribute,  returned  | 
from  the  South  “to  their  poor  homes,  in  ships  j 
loaded  with  gold  and  silver.” 

When  Tacitus  speaks  about  the  Swedes 
[98  A.  D.]  he  states,  that  they  were  power- 
ful not  only  through  their  arms  * and  men  but ; 
even  through  their  ships  [prater  arvia  viros-  ' 
que  classibus  valent],  and  after  a few  centu- ! 
ries  the  fleets  of  the  Scandinavian  vikings  be-' 
came  too  poiverful  for  the  whole  of  Europe. 
They  were  seen  not  only  on  the  coasts  of  Es- 
thonia,  Courland  and  Finland,  among  the  ice  | 
mountains  in  the  Arctic  sea,  on  the  coasts  of  | 
Iceland,  Greenland,  and  Vineland  [North ' 
America,]  but  even  on  the  coasts  of  England,  j 
France,  Spain,  Italy,  Sicily,  Greece,  Syria, 
and  Africa.  They  ravaged  the  western  coast ! 


of  the  European  mainlan(.l  from  the  hJbe  to 
the  Garonne  and  became  during  the  9th  cen- 
tury the  terror  and  scourge  of  ICngland, 
Northwestern  Germany  and  France. 

Before  the  Scandinavian  vikings  or  Nor- 
semen had  finally  conquered  I'higland,(  1013), 
the  Saxon  Kings  sought  to  buy  them  oft  by 
paying  a sort  of  tribute  money,  Dancgelt,  in 
the  year  994,  16,000  pounds;  1002,  24,000; 
1007,  36,000;  1012,  48,000;  roi4,  30,000; 
10  f 7,  72,000;  and  with  the  tribute  from  Lon- 
don 87,000  pounds.  The  greatest  part  oI 
this  tribute  was  brought  to  the  Scandinavian 
countries;  and  two  thirds  of  the  I^nglish  coins 
found  in  Sweden  are  struck  by  iSaxon  kings 
979-1016.  The  Carlovingian  rulers:..  France 
were  also  compelled  to  pay  the  invaders  large 
sums  of  money;  in  the  year  845,  ’J.Oi.j  mar- 
ker (pounds)  silver;  855,  685  marker  gold; 
and  3,250  marker  silver;  859,  5,000  m.;  866, 
4,000  m.;  882,  12,000  m.;  and  886,  700  mar- 
ker silver.  In  their  small  piratical  crafts  the 
Norsemen  swarmed  up  the  great  rivers  into 
the  interior  of  the  country  which  they  devas- 
tated far  and  wide,  one  of  their  chiefs 
taking  in  one  year,  (858),  a booty  of  3,000 
marker  gold  and  3,000  marker  silver.  Paris 
was  plundered,  an  exploit  which  was  fic- 
quetly  repeated,  and  Charles  the  t-imple  was 
at  last  forced  to  grant  them  possession  of  all 
the  land  in  the  valley  of  the  tieine  from  the 
Empte  and  Eure  to  the  sea.  Even  fror.',  t:. : 
countries  in  the  southern  part  of  Europe, 
“gold  and  silver  flowed  to  the  North,”  to  the 
three  Scandinavian  kingdoms,  Sweden,  Nor- 
way and  Denmark.  The  Norsemen  proceed- 
ed at  an  early  period  from  their  settlements 
in  Aquitania  to  Spain,  plundered  the  coast  of 
Gallicia  in  884,  forced  (during  859 — 860,) 
their  way  into  the  Mediterranean,  wasted  the 
shores  of  Spain,  Africa,  and  the  Balearic 
Isles,  penetrated  up  the  Rhone  as  far  up  as  Val- 
ence, then  turning  their  piratical  prows  to- 
wards Italy,  entered  the  Tyrrhene  .sea,  burned 
Pisa  and  Lucca  and  actually  touched  the 
distant  isles  of  Greece  before  they  dreamed 
of  returning  west.  In  the  i ith  century  they 
conquered  Sicily  and  Lozuer  Italy,  and  from 
the  9th  to  the  1 2th  century  the  Scadinavian 
warriors  formed  the  body  guard  of  the  Byzan- 
tine Emperors,  who  paid  them  large  sums  of 
money  for  their  valuable  services.  In  S62, 
the  Swedes  founded  the  Russian  kingdj;n  of 


Novgorod,  which  stretched  northwards  as  far 
as  the  White  sea,  and  they  became  in  the 
loth  century  dangerous  enemies  to  the  Byz- 
antine Empire,  whose  coasts  they  reached  by 
way  of  ihe  Black  sea  and  whose  capital,  Con- 
stantinople, they  frequently  menaced,  as  for 
instance  in  941  when  they  appeared  before 
the  city  with  upwards  of  1,000  ships.  Earlier 
in  the  same  century,  the  Swedish-Russian 
warriors  had  found  their  way  into  the  Caspian 
sea,  and  actually  penetrated  to  the  coasts  of 
Tartiuy  and  Persia  “bringing  back  to  their 
own  country  immense  sums  of  money,  gold 
and  silver.” 

It  is  therefore  not  astonishing  that  the 
Swedish  collections  of  Anglo  Sa.xon,  German, 
French,  Hungarian,  Byzantine  and  Arabic 
coins  struck  in  the  lOthandiith  centuries 
are  so  unusually  large.  The  whole  civilized 
world  was  during  that  time  compelled  to  pay 
tribute  money  to  the  Scandinavian  warriors. 

A nationaL  coinage  in  Sweden  cannot  be 
traced  further  back  than  to  King  Olof  [992- 
1,022].  All  Swedish  coins  said  to  have  been 
struck  before  that  time  are  very  doubtful. 
The  silver  coins  issued  by  King  Olof  resem- 
ble the  British,  and  the  moneyer,  seems  to  have 
been  from  England;  these  coins  are  of  size 
14  and  15,  and  of  7 or  8 different  varieties.

every  issue,  of  miscellaneous  coins  and  auto- 
graph letters,  the  property  of  that  well  known 
and  urbane  connoisseur  and  dealer.Mr.  J.  Col- 
vin Randall.  We  notice  that  in  this  sale  the 
same  1802  half  dime  which  brough;  $45  at 
the  Mickley  sale,  sold  at  $49.50. 

Mr.  Ferguson  Haines,  of  Biddeford,  Maine, 
a veteran  collector,  and  amateur  dealer,  off- 
ered through  Bangs  & Co.,  on  28th  and  29th 
of  the  same  month,  nearly  one  thousand  coins, 
mostly  duplicates  of  his  own  private  collec- 
tion. The  fact  that  this  sale  was  not  suffi- 
ciently advertised,  made  the  attendance 
rather  small,  and  the  bidding  sluggish,  but  we 
understand  that  Mr.  Haines  has  signified  his 
entire  satisfaction  at  the  financial  result,  and 
this  is  no  doubt  a very  important  considera- 
tion in  these  latter  days. 

On  Monday,  June  4th,  and  succeeding 
clays,  Messrs  Bangs  & Co.,  offered  a private 
collection  of  autographs,  mostly  American 
celebrities,  also  some  e.\tra  illustrated  works. 
Catalogues  of  coming  sales  of  autographs, 
books  etc.,  will  be  forwarded  by  Messrs 
Bangs  & Co.,  on  application  to  them. 

On  June  nth,  12th  and  13th,  Mr.  J.  W. 
Hazeltine  was  again  in  the  field  with  a large 
miscellaneous  collection  of  coins,  including 


a rare  lot  of  centennial  medals  and  store 
cards.  Those  centennial  medals  formed  one 
of  the  attractions  of  the  sale,  and  there  was 
some  lively  competition  between  various  buy- 
ers to  secure  the  rare  ones,  resulting  invariably 
in  favor  of  the  longest  purse,  which  for  the 
time  being  appeared  to  be  in  the  hands  of 
Mr.  Ed.  Cogan.  The  balance  of  the  cata- 
logue comprised  a good  assortment  of  mis- 
cellaneous coins,  including  some  rare  coloni- 
al pieces. 

The  last  sale  to  be  chronicled  by  us  in  the 
present  issue  is  that  of  Ed.  Cogan  at  New 
York,  June  28th  and  29th.  Like  all  of  Mr. 
Cogan’s  sales,  this  comprised  an  unusually 
nteresting  lots  of  coins  and  medals,  chiefly 
remarkable  for  their  fine  degree  of  preserva- 
tion and  in  several  cases  exceptional  rarity. 
Another  18O2  1-2  dime,  the  finest  yet  sold  at 
auction,  made  its  appearance  at  this  sale. 

The  colonial  coins  which  we  had  an  oppor- 
tunity to  examine  in  detail  before  the  sale 
formed  for  us  and  others  are  interesting  field 
of  study.  Seldom  have  we  seen  so  good  a 
display  of  those  interesting  historical  tokens, 
now  becoming  daily  more  rare  and  difficult  to 
obtain  in  any  degree  of  good  preservation.

A RARE  SIEGE  PIECE. 


The  Vermont  Numismatical  Society  held 
its  first  annual  meeting  on  Tuesday  the  5th 
ult.,  in  the  reception  parlors  of  the  American 
Hotel  at  Burlington,  Vt.,  and  was  called  to 
order  by  Dr.  C.  P.  Thayer,  who  was  made 
chairman  pro  tern.,  and  A.  C.  Spaulding,  of 
Jericho,  secretary.  The  chairman  read  the 
constitution  and  by-laws  as  adopted  by  a pre- 
liminary meeting,  and  upon  motion  of  M.  D. 
Gilman,  of  Montpelier,  they  were  referred  to 
Dr.  C.  P.  Thayer,  to  be  revised  and  reported 
upon  at  the  ne.xt  meeting.  The  society  then 
proceeded  to  ballot  for  its  officers  for  the  en- 
suing year,  with  the  following  result : 

President — Marcus  D.  Gilman,  Montpelier. 

Vice-President — A.  C.  Spaulding,  Jericho. 

Secretary — -Dr.  C.  P.  Thayer,  Burlington. 

Treasurer  and  Curator — D.  Noyes  Burton, 
Burlington. 

A recess  was  then  taken  and  the  society 
inspected  the  very  fine  collection  of  medals 
belonging  to  Gov.  Underwood,  also  some  very 
rare  ancient  coins  and  American  pattern 
pieces  from  the  cabinet  of  M.  D.  Gilman,  of 
Montpelier,  who  also  exhibited  varieties  of 
the  Pine  Tree  shilling  and  Vermont  cents. 
Judge  Halbert,  of  Essex,  had  some  fine  En- 
glish coins  and  American  colonials.  Mr. 
Spaulding,  of  Jericho,  and  Messrs.  Allen  and 
Burton,  of  this  city,  had  with  them  sev'eral 
fine  American  cents,  and  altogether  the  e.x- 
hibit  was  an  exceedingly  interesting  one. 
The  society  again  came  to  order,  the  officers 
elect  took  their  several  positions,  and  it  was 
voted  that  the  subject  for  the  next  meeting 
be  the  coins  of  the  U.  S.  mint,  previous  to 
1800.  The  society  then  adjourned  until  Tues- 
day, the  3rd  of  July,  at  two  o’clock  p..m.

We  have  in  our  possession  an  interesting 
siege  or  compiemorative  piece  in  silver,  struck 
at  Vienna,  probably  soon  after  the  year 
1532.  Description,  lozenge  shaped,  with 
corners  clipped;  size  15.  Obverse,  within  a 
slight  rectangular  tressure,  in  four  lines, 
Tvrcic  Blegert  Wien  1529  (The  Turk  be- 
sieges Vienna);  mint  marks,  slight  web-like 
lines  in  each  corner.  Reverse,  within  a slight 
tressure,  similar  to  that  on  obverse,  in  two 
lines,  GVNZ  1532  and  four  letters,  disposed 
within  the  four  corners  formed  by  the  tress- 
ure, S P Q W.  It  may  be  added  that  this 
piece  was  purchased  from  the  celebrated 
firm  of  Brothers  Egger,  at  Vienna  itself,  and 
is  warranted  bw  them  genuine  and  original. 

HISTORICAL  REMINISCENCE. 

Sultan  Solyman  II,  surnamed  the  Magnifi- 
cent, at  the  time  of  his  second  invasion  of 
Hungary,  in  1526,  recognized  as  King  of  that 
country  John  Zapolya,  and  placed  the  King- 
dom under  his  own  protection.  This  act  em- 
broiled the  Sultan  with  the  rival  emperor 
P"erdinand  I of  Austria,  and  led  to  the  first 
of  the  Turkish  wars  against  Germany.  In 
1 529  Solyman  took  Buda,  and  appeared  be- 
fore Vienna  with  an  army  120,000  strong, 
but  the  city  was  heroically  defended  by  Count 
Niklas  von  Salm,  and  after  twenty  assaults 
the  Turkish  army  withdrew  after  having  sus- 
tained a loss  of  80,000  men.  A second  at- 
tempt in  1532  was  not  more  successful.  In 
1683,  under  the  reign  of  Mohammed  IV,  took 
place  the  second  siege  of  Vienna,  by  Kara 
Mustapha;  on  this  latter  occasion  the  city 
was  saved  chiefly  by  the  Polish  army  under 
John  Sobieski.  It  may  be  interesting  to  know 
that  the  enormous  chain  which  the  Turks 
threw  across  the  Danube  near  Buda  in  1529, 
is  at  the  present  time  hung  across  the  walls 
of  the  court  of  the  Imperial  Arsenal  at  Vi- 
enna, while  in  the  Ambras  museum  are  pre- 
served standards  and  other  trophies  abandon- 
ed by  the  Turks  in  their  retreat  from  the  city.

Another  remarkable  discovery,  this  time 
of  Roman  coins  of  the  3d  and  4th  centuries, 
has  recently  been  made  near  Verona,  Italy. 
Two  large  amphor?e,  containing  about  600 
lbs.  in  weight,  were  obtained.  The  pieces 
numbered  over  50,000,  mostly  of  bronze, 
though  some  of  silver,  and  others  of  bronze 
silvered,  \subaerati\  They  range  through 
the  reign  of  Gallienus  and  his  successors  for 
about  a hundred  years.  Most  of  them  are  in 
excellent  state  of  preservation,  and  many  of 
them  are  so  little  worn  as  to  appear  to  have 
come  fresh  from  the  mint,  and  not  to  have 
been  in  circulation;  the  oldest  ones,  however 
are  more  or  less  worn.  A special  agent.  Si- 
gnor Pigorini,  was  dispatched  by  the  minister 
■of  Public  Instruction  to  report  upon  the  find. 
A first  set  is  to  be  reserved  for  the  museum 


of  Verona,  and  the  rest  will  be  either  exchan- 
ged in  sets  with  other  museums,  or  sold,  as 
may  be  hereafter  determined.
